ON 04-26-2007 I WAS WORKING IN THE CENTRAL PATROL DISTRICT AS THE INTELLIGENCE OFFICER. I WAS 
FOLLOWING UP ON A DPS INVESTIGATION, AZ DPS DR#2007022334. THE DPS INCIDENT OCCURRED ON 04-23-07. 

IN THIS INVESTIGATION, JASON TODD READY WAS ARRESTED FOR TWO MISDEMEANOR CHARGES, INCLUDING

11277 CO RD 83, ELBERTA AL 36530. 

NO CURRENT INFORMATION RETURNS ON THE VEHICLE WHEN THE VIN IS RUN. NO INQUIRY AS TO THE OWNERSHIP 
OF THE VEHICLE HAS BEEN ATTEMPTED, DESPITE READY BEING OUT OF CUSTODY. 

I SENT DET. BROWNING TO APACHE SANDS TOW YARD TO TAKE CUSTODY OF THE VEHICLE AND IMPOUND IT IN OUR 
MPD TOW YARD FOR FURTHER INVESTIGATION TO DETERMINE IF THE VEHICLE IS STOLEN OR NOT. 

WHILE AT THE TOW YARD, GILBERT PD K9 OFC. LAVIS #1093 RESPONDED TO THE SCENE AT MY REQUEST. HIS DOG 

BARCA IS A CERTIFIED BOMB DOG. DET. BROWNING ADVISED ME AT 1825 HOURS THAT OFC. LAVIS HAD RAN THE 
EXTERIOR OF THE 2005 BLACK CHEVY IMPALA WITH BARCA. BARCA DID NOT ALERT, BUT SPENT A LOT OF TIME ON 

THE TRUNK AREA. OFC. LAVIS DESCRIBED BARCA'S ACTION AS HE WANTED TO ALERT, BUT DID NOT. OFC. LAVIS 

STATED THIS INDICATES THAT THERE HAS BEEN EXPLOSIVE MATERIAL IN THE TRUNK OF THE VEHICLE IN THE 
PAST, BUT THERE ISN'T ANY CURRENTLY. (NO MESA BOMB K9 WERE AVAILBALE AT THE TIME OF THE CALL OUT 
AND LT. KAZMAIER APPROVED THE CALL OUT.) 

DET. BROWNING ADVISED THERE WERE NUMEROUS ITEMS STILL INSIDE THE VEHICLE DURING HIIS TOW INVENTORY.

DET. BROWNING HAD THE VEHICLE TOWED TO THE MESA PD IMPOUND LOT FOR FOLLOW UP ON THIS INVESTIGATION. 

I WILL MAINTAIN PRIMARY ASSIGNMENT OF THIS INVESTIGATION, WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF THE CENTRAL 
DISTRICT AUTO THEFT DETECTIVES.

ON 05-02-2007,1 ASSISTED DET. HEIVILIN ON THIS INVESTIGATION BY ATTAINING A SEARCH WARRANT ON A 
2005 CHEVY IMPALA WHICH WAS LOCATED AT THE MESA POLICE DEPARTMENT IMPOUND YARD. THE 
SEARCH WARRANT WAS TO LOCATE POSSIBLE EXPLOSIVES OR EXPLOSIVE RESIDUE, WHICH MAY HAVE BEEN 
IN THE TRUNK OF THE CAR. ON 04-26-07, A GILBERT POLICE DEPARTMENT BOMB DOG "HIT" ON THE TRUNK OF 
THE CAR, MEANING THAT EITHER AN EXPLOSIVE DEVICE OR BOMB MAKING RESIDUE WAS IN THE TRUNK. 

THE SEARCH WARRANT WAS WRITTEN AND THEN APPROVED BY LT. PRUITT AT THE CENTRAL DIVISION. I 
THEN TOOK THE WARRANT TO THE MARICOPA COUNTY SUPERIOR COURT AT WHICH TIME JUDGE STEPHENS 
READ AND APPROVED THE SEARCH WARRANT. 

AT 1215 HOURS, WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF DET. HEIVILIN, I BROUGHT THE 2005 CHEVY IMPALA FROM THE

On or between April 26, 2007, your Affiant learned the following information in the following manner: 

On 04-23-2007, your affiants fellow officer, Arizona Department of Public Safety Officer G. Sandoval 
#5874,conducted a traffic stop on a black 2005 Chevy. Impala (VIN 2G1WF52EX59277937) which 
was displaying a fictitious license plate. The plate on the car BGV615 returned to a 1982 Ford 
Bronco. AZ DPS DR#2007022334. Officer Sandoval stopped the car on Price Road just to the north 
of Southern in an alley. Officer Sandoval contactedthedriver who identified himself with an Arizona 
Drivers licence as Jason Todd Ready, white male. After a brief investigation by 

Officer Sandoval, Ready was arrested for knowingly displaying a fictitious iicense plate and 
possession of a traffic preemption emitter. 

In a search of the vehicle incident to arrest, numerous white supremicist paraphernalia was located in 
the 2005 black Chevy Impala. During the inventory tow search, Ofc. Sandoval searched the trunk of 
the vehicle. In the trunk of the car was a black plastic container which contained numerous cut 
lengths of pipe. Because the car had a fictitious plate, the record of the VIN being registered could 
not be found, and AZ DPS made a physical arrest, the car was towed to Apache Sands Tow Yard in 
Mesa per AZ DPS policy. 

On 04-26-2007, your affiants fellow officer, L. Heivilin #10732, was advised of the traffric stop, the 
white supremicist material which was found, and the cut pipes. Your affiant also learned that the VIN 
on the vehicle was not returning to any current ownership and at this time we were unable to locate 
any current registration information on the vehicle. Ofc. Heivilin initiated Mesa PD DR#20071160747, 
possible stolen vehicle investigation. At this time, your affiant and Officer Heivilin decided to tow the 
vehicle to the Mesa Police Department impound lot for further follow-up on the possiblity of the 
vehicle being stolen. Your affiant and Officer Heivilin became concerned with the cut pipes in the 
trunk of the vehicle being bomb related. Your affiant and Ofc. Heivilin decided to have a bomb trained 
K-9 check the vehicle for any possible explosive devices. Gilbert Police Department K-9 Officer 
Lavis #1093 responded to the Apache Sands tow yard to run his dog, Barca, past the 2005black 
Chevy Impala in which Ready was driving. At appx. 1830 hours, Officer Lavis arrived at the tow yard 
and walked Barca past the car. Barca then "hit" on the trunk and gas filler door of the car. Officer 
Lavis told your affiant that with his training he could say that there is or was at one time some type of 
explosive device and/or explosive materials in the trunk of the car. Barca continued to hit on the trunk 
and was attempting to crawl under the vehicle. 

At this time due to the possiblility of the vehicle being stolen and an explosive device and/or materials 
in the car, the car was taken from Apache Sands Tow yard and towed to the Mesa Police Department 
impound lot for follow-up. 

When your affiant and Officer Heivilin impounded the 2005 black Chevy Impala, it was submitted to 
the Mesa PD evidence section DR20071160747, as item #2, property ID #249655. The items inside 
the vehicle were submitted DR20071160747, as item #1, property ID# 249654, a large black box 
containing cut pieces of metal pipe and other misc. items. 

Affiant believes that the following information demonstrates good cause for permitting this warrant to 
be served between 10:00 P.M. and 6:30 A.M. 
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A night time exception is not required. 

Wherefore Affiant prays that a search warrant be issued commanding that an immediate search be 
made of the person{s), premise(s), building(s), and vehicle(s) described herein for the property and

I attest that the information provided in this affidavit is true and correct. I attest that on 
April 20, 2007 Jason Ready and I (Donavon L. Thatcher) helped in setting up flags and 
tiki torches for a cultural fair at a designated camp site located in Usery Mountain Parks. 
In this set up I installed five to six metal pipes ranging from six to twelve inches in length 
and about one and a half to two inches in diameter into the ground. I used a hammer that 
weighs approximately two to three pounds to install these pipes, as described above, into 
the ground. Then Jason and I put various flags and tiki torches in these pipes. The next 
morning (April 21, 2007) I helped in removing these pipes, as described above. I pulled 
the pipes out of the ground and placed them in a plastic bag to prevent any dirt or damage 
to the trunk of Jason’s car. The bag was then placed in the trunk of a 2005 Chevy Impala 
being black in color and belonging to Jason Ready. If any further information is needed 
please feel free to contact me by phone.

To whom it may concern: 

The flagpole mounts that were in Mr. J.T. Ready’s car, when it was recently 
confiscated by the Mesa, AZ Police Department, are just that, flagpole mounts. 
They are used to anchor the flagpoles. They are constructed out of steel pipe 
with a spike welded to them and are then driven down into the ground with a 
sledgehammer or other heavy hammer. 

These flagpole mounts are also used to hold torches. I asked Mr. Elton F. Hall, a 
personal friend, to make me several of these mounts. I use them on various days 
set aside to honor our fallen soldiers such as Memorial Day, Veterans Day, 
Independence Day, and Flag Day.
